Briggs favors local 
choice of textbook 


Assemblyman John V. 
Briggs (R-35th district) an- 
nounced he is a co-author 
of legislation requiring the 
State Board of Education to 
adopt the multiple selection 
system for textbooks for the 
five basic subjects in Cali- 
fornia’s elementary schools. 
The bill also authorizes the 
State Board to use the mul- 
tiple method of selection or 
other subjects. 

The measure was intro- 
duced in the Assembly by 
Assemblyman Victor V. 


Veysey (R-Brawley) ari 
Briggs. 
‘This proposal would 


bring about a major change in 
the State’s free textbook pro- 
gram," Assemblyman 
Briggs said, ‘“‘that would 
provide enriched textbook 
material for the elementary 
school grades. It would also 
give the option of local choice 
to school districts at an 
overall savings to tax- 
payers.’’ 

Under present law the 
State Curriculum Commis- 
sion recommends, and the 
State Board of Education 
adopts, a single or uniform 
listo basic and supplemen- 


tary textbooks for free 
distribution to California 
schools

Proposed changes in the 
law would require the State 
Board to approve a mul‘iple 
list of textbooks in the basic 
courses of English, arithme. 
tic, history and geography, 
reading and science. Final 
selection would be le/t tolo- 
cal school districts. 

The State Board wouldap- 
prove a list of three to five 
texts for each subject at each 
grade level. Local boards of 
education would then select 
the textbooks, or combina- 
tions of textbooks, that they 
consider best for their par- 
ticular districts. 

Local school districts now 
receive only State-approved 
texts, and are required by 
law to ‘‘use’’ them. However, 
the requirement for use is 
ambiguous. Some elemen- 
tary schools use the texts 
only partially. Insome cases 
they are not used at all. One 
such book is the controver- 
sial “‘Land of the Free.”’ 

“A recent pilot study on 
textbooks conducted by the 
Sacramento consulting Arm 
of Peat, Marwick, Mitchell 
& Co., under contract with 
the State Department of Edu- 
cation, shows that some free 
textbooks are never taken off 
storeroom shelves in some 
schools,”’ Assemblyman 
Briggs said.
